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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant claims 
a method for forming a fuel cell assembly, comprising the steps of: a) forming a fuel cell 
sub-assembly module containing at least two bonded together fuel cell units, said at 
least two fuel cell units each including an anode, a cathode, and a membrane electrode 
assembly, wherein said at least two fuel cell units are bonded together using at least 
one elastomeric gasket and at least one, gasketing element, and wherein one of said at 
least one elastomeric .gasket or said at least one gasketing element is cured prior to 
bonding together said at least two fuel cell units, and the other of said at least one 
elastomeric gasket and said at least one gasketing element is cured during the bonding 
together of said at least two fuel cell units; b) testing said sub-assembly module; and c) 
joining together a plurality of sub-assembly modules to form said fuel cell 
assembly. Applicant claims a fuel cell assembly wherein one of said at least one 
elastomeric gasket or said at least one gasketing element is cured prior to joining 
together at least two of said plurality of sub-assembly modules, and the other of said at 
least one elastomeric gasket and said at least one gasketing element is cured during 
the joining together of said at least two of said plurality of sub-assembly modules. 

The prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a fuel cell assembly and a method wherein one of said at least one 
elastomeric gasket or said at least one gasketing element is cured prior to joining 
together at least two of said plurality of sub-assembly modules, and the other of said at 
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least one elastomeric gasket and said at least one gasketing element is cured during 
the joining together of said at least two of said plurality of sub-assembly modules.
